A Square Deal All Around. 
A great deal has been charged

To be- 
lieve some of their stories would be 
to see the southern cotton. mills and 
communities as hotbeds of inhuman 
serfdom. 

Our mills have sometimes been pic- 
tured as veritable “mills of Moloch” 
grinding the blood and bones of wom- 
en and children to make the angel’s- 
food of cruel profiteering individual 
and corporation mill owners. But 
there are no. such mills doing _sneh 
work anywhere in the _ south, 
'there is not a Christianized commun- 
lity in the south that would tolerate 
the conduct of such a mill for a 
single day. 

Here and there, as in all businesses, 
may be found a mill manager who is 
not as just and humane as he should 
be, but he doesn’t last long. When 
his meanness becomes understood pub- 
lic sentiment soon compels his refor- 
mation or his retirement. The ma- 
jority of our southern people in any

community just naturally despise any 
sort of oppressive meanness. 

In North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Georgia and Tennessee, most all the 
mill workers are of the stock and 
frequent kinship of the people among 
whom they work, so the mass of the

Let the Probe Be Carried Through. 

It has been my privilege during 
many years. to visit.in the mill towns 
of the south, to talk with the mill 
workers, and to preach and lecture | 
to them in companies of thousands. 

I do not know of any mill town in| 
all the Piedmont region, unless it | 
should be around those new German- | 
run mills in eastern Tennessee, where | 
the eommunity should fear a_ sena- 
torial committee’s probe for a minute.’ 

If the investigation should be de- 
volved upon the senate committee on 
manufactures, as proposed, I. know 
there are two men on that ecdmmit- 
tee who can be trusted to fully pro- 
tect the interests and reputation of 
southern mill communities. They are 
Senator Ellison Smith, of South Caro- 
lina, and Senator Lawrence Tyson, of 
Tennessee, who was born on a farm 
near Greenville, N. C., among natives 
who have borne many present-day mill 
workers. 

Those gentlemen would certainly 
sée to it that Senator Metcalf, of 
Rhode Island, brought out the correct 
comparison between the conditions of 
the mill workers in North and South 
Carolina and those in that senator’s 
foreign-packed mills and mill-villages: 
and Senator Gould, of Maine, would | 
also be asked to make a record as to 
whether the French-Canadian mill | 
workers in the Pine Tree state are 
better conditioned than those in the 
Old North state?

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The Parity Question Is Complex. 

The chief reason why the proposed 
investigation should be had is the 
chance it will give to put the facts 
in djspute clearly and honestly before 
the workers themselves and the gen- 
eral public. 

Parity for the southern mill work- 
er with the average mill worker in 
New England is not a mere matter of 
wage arithmetic or a work-time sched- 
ule. Other important factors enter 
into the calculation, such as the in- 
fluence of climate, clothing, - food, 
housing, education and _ = rétreation 
upon costs of living, stamina . for 
work, and immunity from occupation- 
al diseases. 

To find out whether the one work- 
er or the other is the better favored 
involves the due balancing of all the 
factors in the case of each, and the 
ordinary labor apostle or mining-camp 
States senator is not neces- 
sarily competent for the job. 


All of us southern men and wom- 
en with brains afd hearts want our 
southern workers to be as well treat- 
ed, as easily worked, and as liberally

EXERCISE AND HIGH BLOOD 
PRESSURE. 

The other day I announced a new, 
simple, practically foolproof remedy 
for high blood pressure and prom- 
ised to give out the details about the 
remedy in a talk to follow.. This is 
the beginning of that talk; the an- 
nouncement of the new remedy was 
entitled Low Breathing and High 
Blood Pressure. Beiter look that up 
and read it over before you go on with 
this artes.

Pa- 
tients with uneomplicated hyperten- 
sion (that is high blood pressure with-

This 
‘he truth is that al- 
most every kind of exercise tends to 
lower blood pressure, and indeed one 
of the most important causes of hy- 
pertension or excessive blood pressure 
is neglect of exercise, failure to take 
sufficient exercise every day, particu- 
larly failure to take the minimum ra- 
tion, six miles of oxygen on the hoof, 
every day. 

No doubt extreme exertion, overex- 
ertion, may run up the blood pres- 
sure in certain cases of organic dis- 
ease. Such a result is very excep- 
tional and need not deter any health 
conservationist from walking to work. 

Some medical authority or other re- 
cently circulated a warning about the 
golf habit, which he intimated will 
raise a fellow’s blood pressure if he 
doesn’t watch out. his authority 
seemed to favor barnyard or sidewalk 
golf and very little of that. Once 
or twice I have been compelled to 
listen to a gang of. golf fiends ex- 
change comments, and I made up my 
mind that I shall never play that 
game when I grow up. "m a tee- 
totaler, and besides, I prefer games 
where there is less talking and more 
action, such as checkers or poker. 
Lut having heard these fiends discuss 
their game I think I know why go'f 
raises blood pressure—it is the effect 
of the 19th hole, plus the unfortunate 
fancy of many players that the game 
is exercises Exercise for a tottering 
old geezer, perhaps, but not for a man 
still living. : 

To a considerable extent the rela- 
tive proportions of the entire volume 
of blood contained in the general cir- 
culation and in the lesser circulation 
(right side of heart and lungs) de- 
termines the degree of blood pressure. 
The vast capillary network in the 
lungs holds nearly one-fifth of the en- 
tire mass of blood normally, and the 
great distensibility or elasticity of the 
lung capillaries permits wide varia- 
tions of the proportion of the circulat- 
ing blood in this area. 

I explained here recently how exer- 
cise such as brisk walking pumps 
blood out .of the veins in the legs 
into the great veins that -carry. the 
blood back toward the heart—this is 
the reason why walking is a good ex- 
ercise for persons subject to varicose 
veins, though prolonged standing is 
rather harmful. Well, now, exercise 
has a similar effect on high blood pres- 
sure; it pumps blood from the gen- 
eral circulation into the lesser circu- 
lation; this obviously relieves the ten- 
sion in the general circulation. Ten- 
sion is pressure of the blood on the 
arterial wall. Se you had better be 
stepping out if you want to save 
your arteries.

He was 52 years old inst Monday 
and his real name was Thomas Aloy- 
sius Dorgan.

“business.” 

Mr. Spiller was known to be await- 
ing an “important” telegram on 
Thursday. He received it at a com- 
paratively early hour in the afternoon 
and left shortly afterward for Mobile. 

President John D. Martin has been 
in Mobile for two days. While there 
he examined the umpires who worked 
in the game at Atlanta. They were 
Umpire Hadley (Bull) Williams. whe 
was behind the plate, and James 
Kerin, who was on the bases. The 
umpires refused to comment on their 
examination. 

UMPIRES’ STATEMENT. ~~ 

In a statement to The Constitution 
given on Saturday following the 
charges made by Spiller after the 
game in question, the umpires said 
that they had examined the balls and 
had not found any evidence that there 
had been any “doctoring” of them. 

“We watch the games closely and 
throw out any balls that have been 
roughed,” they said. “We threw out 
some on Danforth.” 

Danforth himself declared that he 
had not cheated in any fashion. 

Larry Gilbert, manager of the New 
Orleans club, said that such charges 
were “all foolishness” and that they 
had been made every year and “didn't 
mean anything.” 

Danforth has been something of a 
storm center since he was in the 
major leagues severa] years ago. He 
was accused of “doctoring” the balls 
there. The charge followed him to 
the American Association and from 
there to the Southern Association, 

FIRST EVIDENCE. 

No evidence has ever been submit- 
ted tending to show “doctoring” or 
“cheating” until R. J. Spiller and 
Wilbur Good, the latter manager of 
the Atlanta club, submitted six base- 
balls, used in the Friday game, to 
the league president. 

They were each marked by a rough 
spot slightly Jarger than a quarter, on 
the small section of one of the pieces 
of cover. They were each in the same 
spot on each ball and made almost 
impossible the belief that they were 
caused by striking the concrete grand- 
stand or a steel girder, That was the 
theory of the umpires. 

The “evidence” is in Mobile with 
President Martin. In a wire to Mr. 
Spiller some days ago he promised a 
thorough investigation. While there 
is no word from the league president 
that the meeting is called for the pur- 
pose of investigating the charges, that 
is the natural supposition. He went 
to Mobile to get evidence from the um- 

ires, who were working there, and 
rom Good, who was there with the 
Crackers. There ig no other matter 
known to be before the league. 


THE RULES, 

The rules say that when a pitcher 
is fotind “cheating” he shall be sus- 
pended for ten days and fined. The 
usual fine is $25. 

In this case, with the suspicion that 
had been attached to Danforth for 
years, there may be some drastic 
action taken.

“Tad’s” pen and a week later they 
would be in the mouth of every ama- 
teur wise-cracker from Baton Rouge 
to Point Barrow. ‘‘Tad's” eye first 
discerned that a hat was a “skim- 
mer’ and that eye-glasses were “cheat- 
ers.” 

Dorgan was possessed of an ency- 
clopedic savvy of prize fighting as 
well as of the homelier amusements 
of his fellow citizens. His stories of 
the Gans-Nelson and Jeffries-Johnswon 
fights are classics of sport writing. 
He looked at fights and fighters with 
the same tender attention that Sir 
Joseph Duveen bestows upon old mas- 
ters, and his tendency was to become 
tremendously excited. The Dempsey- 
Miske affair in Benton Harbor, Mich.. 
in 1920 seemed wild enough to many 
people but it marked the beginning 
of the end for “Tad.” He was for- 
bidden by physicians ever to attend 
another boxing match. Something had 
happened to his heart. 

Even at that time “Tad’s” general 
appearance was that of an object any 
reasonably determined wind could 
blow through the keyhole of a Yale 
lock, He was more than thin. Such 
hair as he had was of an indetermi- 
nate sandy shade. He limped slight- 
ly with a motion that furthered the 
effect of scuttling before the wind. 

And the second, third and fourth 
fingers of his right hand had been 
lost somewhere early in his career, <A 
factory accident in his youth was re- 
ported to be responsible for the mis- 
sing digits. This was before “Tad” 
learned to draw, grasping his pen with 
the thumb and forefinger remaining 
to him. | 

“Tad” was as little handicapped in 
work by his heart as by his crippled 
hand. Confined to his wheel chisir 
for the past five vears, he continued 
to write boxing articles and draw his 
cartoons, getting his sports news over 
the radio. He died three weeks ahead 
in his work. His last cartoon, for 
publication May 21, was delivered to 
the office of his syndicate two days 
ago. | 

On rare occasions he would be al- 
lowed to leave his easy chair at Great 
Neck for a visit to New York. 
Through a hotel window he would 
watch the flow of life on Broadway. 
“Don’t worry yourself about me,” he 
told friends. “I am enjoying life.”

New York, May 2.—(4)—The Ama- 
teur Athletic Union, by its sharp ac- 
tion in shearing the national amateur 
heavyweight boxing champion of his 
honors along with his disbarment, 
serves concrete notice of its clean-up 
policy. 

It may appear that the door is be- 
ing loeked after the horses escape, 
for Buddy Howard, whv won the 
amateur crown at Bostoa, has. al- 
ready made definite plans to turn 
professional, but the A. A. U. acted 
as promptly 1s was possible after ob- 
taining evidence to substantiate its 
suspicions of Howard's conimercial in- 
tentions. 

“Frequently we are criticized be- 
cause we do not act quicker in cases 
where the amateur status of an ath- 
lete is involved,” said Dan _ Ferris, 
rational A. A. U. secretary. “But we 
cannot arbitrarily disbar an athlete 
or take away his amateur card on 
hearsay. We must have definite evi- 
dence and give oportunity for a fair 
hearing. In this case we had com- 
plications beeause the boxer obtained 
his amateur card in Philadelphia, 
making misrepresentations thefe afier 
being refused a card in Connecticut.” 

The decision: depriving Howard of 
his title as well as cancelling his 
amateur card is the most drastic of 
its kind since the celebrated case of 
Jim Thorpe, who had his Olympic 
laurels removed after the 1912 games 
because it developed he had played 
professional baseball previously.

ABOUT THE JONES LAW 


Washington, May 2.—(#)—Long es- 
tablished precedent and a belief that 
“enforcement by harrassment is never 
justified,” are held out by Mrs. Ma- 
bel Walker Willebrandt, assistant at- 
torney-general in charge of prohibition 
prosecutions, as reasons for her le¢- 
ter directing district attorneys to use 
“a wise discretion” in application of 
the Jones law. 

Her explanation of the letter, which 
has aroused widespread comment, was 
given to Mrs. Lenna Lowe Yost, lex- 
islative superintendent of the Nation- 
al Woman's Christian Temperance 
Union, and is published today by “‘the 
Union Signal,” its official weekly. or- 
gan. 

“The letter on the application of 
the new Jones amendment followed 
the precedent of the department long 
established in the administration of th2 
white slave traffic act,” she savs. 
“Its purpose is to point out to Unit- 
ed States attorneys the importance of 
a careful study of the evidence privr 
to instituti%g action, and the exercise 
of a wise discretion in fitting that ev- 
idence into the particular section ef 
the law, violation of which it will 
best prove in court. For although 
the average man and woman may be 
unaware of the fact, every lawyer 
knows that the prosecutor must weigh 
evidence and choose (make an election 
of remedies is the legal term that ap- 
plies) under what section of the law 
he will plead the case. 

“Particularly must every Unitod 
States attorney do this with prohibi- 
tion violations. Almost every viola- 
tion reported by prohibition agents is 
a legal infringement of no less than 
five sections of law, to-wit (A) some 
of the internal revenue statutes exist-

New York, May 2.—(®)—The stock 
market floundered about in confusion 
today, as bulls struggled to retain eun- 
trol of the market, against a tide of 
selling inspired by fears of large in- 
crease in federal reserve brokers’ loans 
and swelled by sharp breaks in a few 
recent favorites. Gains and losses were 
about evenly balanced at the close. 

The increase in brokers’ loans, as 
disclosed in the weekly compilation 
issued after the close, was but $40.-

that L. S. Swenson will be retained | 
at his present post in Norway, where 
he has served since 1921. Some of 
the other diplomatic representatives to | 
Europe, including Hugh Gibson, am- 
bassador to Belgium, also will be con- 
tinued in their present places, Al- 
though some transfers to Latin Amer- 
ica are anticipated. 

There is, of course, much conjec- 
ture as to the successor of the veter-

Davis Goes to Costa Rica. 

Roy T. Davis is returning to Costa 
Rita as minister, but his friends are 
hopeful.that he will be promoted to 
a more important post in recognition 


service at San Jose. There are sus- 
gestions that he may succeed Alexan- 
der P. Moore as ambassador to Peru. 

Besides those at Paris and Rome, 
a number of new appointments to the 
corps are to be made. ‘The admin- 
istration soon will be called upon fo 
send a minigter to the Union of South 
Africa, one of the British dominions, 
as the way now is being paved for di- 
rect diplomatic relations such as ex- 
ist between the United States and 
Canada. 

Friends of Senator Edge who are 
urging him for the Paris ambassador- 
ship hold that he would fit well into 
the picture. Most of the questions 
between this country and France are 
economic, such as the tariff and war 
debts, to which he has given study as 
a member of the senate finance com- 
mittee. 

He was in business in Paris for 
15 years before his election to the 
senate, spending several months of 
each year there. He speaks the lan- 
guage fluently and since severing his 
connections with his old firm, he often 
has revisited the French capital.

‘OFFICIALS’ FREE ENTRY 


RAPPED BY GRAND JURY 


Abused, Body Said in Report 
Condemning Practice as 
“Cover.” 


“) 


New York, May 2.—(#)—Freedom 
‘from custems inspection, a privilege 
;commonly accorded officials on goy- 
‘ernment business, was condemned to- 
day by members of the federal 
jury that sat in April as 
‘leading to various abuses “and to the 
natural suspicion that the claimed 
privilege of free entry is really, being 
used as a cover for the impertation 


‘of contraband.” 


After the statement criticizing the 


| practice of free entry, signed by every 


member of the jury, was made public 
without comment by United States 
Attorney Charles H. Tuttle, it was 
learned that the jurors had spent ten 
days investigating the practice imme- 
diately following upon the arrival of 
the steamer Cristobal on March 25. 
The grand jurors took no action as 
such, waiting until they were dis- 
charged to issue today’s statement 
as private citizens. 

There wére more than a dozen mem- 
bers of the house of representatives 
on the Cristobal, several of whom 
were granted free entry in advance 
as being on a government mission. 
Representative William M. Morgan, 


'of Ohio, who was on the boat who 


had not been granted free entry, de- 
manded that he be accorded the court- 


'esy and on his insistence and his state- 


ment that he was on official business 
was permitted to enter without bag- 
gage examination. 

Customs agents testified at an in- 
vestigation into the matter by the 
federal attorney that Representative 
Morgan had threatened to “make 
trouble in Washington” if he were not 
granted free entry. 

In their statement the members of 
the disbanded grand jury said they 
regarded the practice of allowing of- 
ficials of the government the privilege 
of having their baggage passed by the 
customs officials without examination 
as “un-American.” “We regard it as 
un-American and contrary to the fun- 
damental principle of equality before 
the law,” the statement said, “that any 
citizen merely because he is a con- 
gressman or other official, should be 
exempted from inspection ‘of baggage 
or from the operation of law or de- 
partmental regulation, while others, 
who merely are part of the plain peo- 
ple, are required to submit thereto. 

“On the contrary, public officials 
should be the first to set the example 
of scrupulous acceptance and ob- 
servance of the burdens of the law.”

FOR BIG RABBIT FARM 


100 Families To Engage in 
Raising of Fine 
Rabbits. 


» 


Waycross, Ga., May —( Special.) 
The Westcross Rabbitry, a company 
headed by G. W. West, whose plan is 


to establish a large group of five-acre 
rabbit ranches for the raising of Chin- 
chilla and Himalaya rabbits on a com- 
mercial scale, has purchased the en- 
tire village of Ruskin and a large 
section of outlying territory, it was 
announced here today. 

The location is in Ware. county, six 
miles southwest of Waycross, hence 
the name Westcross. The village is 
on the Waycross-Valdosta main line 
of the Atlantic Coast Line railroad 

Mr. West announces a colonization 
project in which he expects to bring 
approximately 100 families to Way- 
cross during the coming year. At 
Ruskin he will build a rabbit slaugh- 
ter house and fur dressing plant, a 
colling station for rabbit meat and 
other necessary equipment. 

Negotiations are under way with 
the Georgia Power & Light Co. for 
power extension, and contract is ex- 
pected to be let within a week for the 
construction of the buildings. 

Mr. West states that each rabbit 
ranch will have a modern dwelling 
house with electric lighting and elec- 
tric refrigeration, a system of auto- 
matic water pumps, modern self-clean- 
ing rabbit hutches and feed houses. 

The deal was closed through Parker 
and Parker, and Wilson, Bennett and 
Pedrick, prominent law firms of this 
city, the industry having been attract- 
ed to Waycross by the Waycross and 
Ware County Chamber of Commerce. 

The tame rabbit industry, which in- 
cludes the use of both the furs and the 
meat, is one of the fastest-expanding 
industries in America, Mr. West ex- 
plains, citing the government report 
showing that more than SO prominent 
furs are manufactured from rabbit 
pelts.
